DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to the amendment of June 18,2007. In making the 
below rejections and/or objections the examiner has considered and addressed each of the 
applicant's arguments. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 4-25, and 27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art neither 
discloses nor make obvious a rotary displacement machine with radial pistons having a rotating 
inner ring, which forms a bearing in combination with a mean for opposing a radial thrust, and 
includes a sliding engagement means for each piston of a rotary displacement machine allowing 
movement in a straight line along a first direction defined by a second axis perpendicular to a 
first axis wherein the engagement means comprise a slide rail attached to an inner ring, and a 
slide attached to the head of each piston, the slide being a flat slide so that relative paths of 
movement of the slide and the slide rail are straight paths of movement along a second axis in 
combination with a rotating unit comprising a rotor provided with a number of radially 
extending cylindrical chambers, each chamber containing a respective piston mounted for 
sliding movement in a first direction along a first axis coaxial with the longitudinal centerline of 
each respective cylinder chamber.
